Ehrlich said it was generally 
agreed that higher taxation was not 
the solution to surplus purchasing 
power caused by the Treasury pum- 
ping too much money into the 
economy. The Government's solu- 
tion might hurt but It was less ppto- 
ful than increasing inflation or taxa- 
tion. 

A comprehensive economic 
programme would take the govern- 
ment a long time to prepare, the 
minister said. Before it was ready, 
the government would seek a 
dialogue with the Hlstadrut and the 
employers so that the programme 
would be based on mutual un- 
derstanding. But. meanwhile there 
were two problems which could not 
be left in abeyance: the subsidies 
and the cuts in budgetary expen- 
diture. So the government had decid- 
ed to cut now, in order to avoid cut- 


ting more later, he said. 

The economic and fiscal measures 
would make prices rise by some five 
per cent. This was predicted when 

the total price rise for the year was 
gauged at 28 per cent — about ten 
per cent less than 1976. In the first 
six months, prices went up some 10.2 
per cent. 

Despite the price rises, Ehrlich 
said, wages would go up particularly 
fast, in real money terms, this year: 
between eight and ten per cent. In 
nominal money terms, they would go 
up A3 per cent on an average, hi the 
first - half of 1977 wages went up 12 
per cent in real money terms. 

When the minister said that 
national security would not be im- 
paired by the defence budget cuts, 
since the money would come from 
savings, from greater efficiency and 
from marginal items, former 
defence minister Shimon Feres in- 
terrupted him. Feres said that the 
Treasury and the Defence Ministry

Work stoppage tomorrow to 
protest cut in subsidies

TEL AVIV.— The Hlstadrut has call- 
ed for one-hour work stoppages 
throughput the country tomorrow 
morning between 10 and 11 o'clock to 
protest the cut In subsidies on basic 
foodstuffs. Excepted from the work 
halt are workers In defence in- 
dustries, hospitals and other essen- 
tial services. 

The labour federation will seek 
greater compensation for the new 
price increases than that which will 
be provided in the October cost-of 
living increment, Uriel 
Abrahamowlcz head of the Trade 
Unions Department, told the Post 
yesterday. 

The October C-o-L payment will 
not reflect the real price increases 
resulting from the new economic 
measures, he said. It will only cover 
the June-August period, while the in- 


creases will still be building up after 
those months, Abrahamowlcz said. 

He also noted that the C-o-L incre- 
ment compensates for only 70 per 
cent of the registered Increase In 
prices. 

Abrahamowlcz said that Hlstadrut 
officials will meet shortly with the 
government to discuss ways of 
providing additional compensation 
for the price increases. He wouldnot 
go into details of the Hlstadrut de- 
mand, hut stressed that the IC-o-L i n- 
crement would not be considered 
adequate.

The committee's report noted that 
the closure of the street should he by. 
means of the usual traffic signs. The 
police, may put up additional 
harriers, the committee noted, hut in 
no case should there be chains or 
rigid physical obstructions. 

The report also noted that the com- 
mittee considered the possibility of 
allowing only residents to pass 
through the street, hut discarded this 
possibility for safety considerations. 
There were too many pedestrians in 
the street on the Sabbath, the com- 
mittee also noted. 

The committee discarded the 
possibility of paving a new street to 
the nearby Geba Highway, at least 
for the presgnt. In any case, the com- 
mittee painted out, it would have had 
to curtail someone: either the 
religious feelings of the observant 
residents or the social habits of the 
secular population. 

But the committee noted that, ac- 
cording to police findings, the 
secular residents owned only some 
SO vehicles. The route circum- 
navigating the Sabbath closing is 
less than three kilometres, it noted. 
However, the committee also In- 
dicated that the Bnei Brak 
municipality, which initiated the 
closure, should in some way compen- 
sate the local residents. 

Finally, the committee decried the 
agitators and demonstrators on berth 
sides and praised the police for their 
efforts to keep the peace. 

Sarah Honig adds: 

Secularists of Bnei Brak expressed 
dismay yesterday at the Cher- 
nobllsky commission's decision, 
while their religious neighbours 
were delighted with it. 

Mordechai Baruch, active on the 
Public Council of Bnei Brak's non- 


religious residents, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday: “We 
should not let this matter pass in 
silence. Most of us have been living 
here longer than the residents of the 
new religious housing estate and we 
will not allow the newcomers to 
coerce us. Last year .it was 
recommended that Rehov Hashomer 
be opened to Sabbath traffic. This 
did not prevent the religious from 
blocking the street. If they can con- 
travene decisions, so can we." 

Baruch stressed that his group had 
urged outsiders "not to interfere or 
to fan the flames. We are only 
fighting for the rights of the non- 
religious residents of the area. Out- 
siders should use alternative 
routes." He conceded, however, that 
he is not sure if it is possible to pre- 
vent outside political groups from 
capitalizing on the Issue. 

Bnei Brak’s Aguda bloc Deputy 
Mayor, Rabbi Yitzhak Meir, told The 
Jerusalem Post that the religious 
majority of the city is "gratified at 
the decision." “We hope the non- 
religious residents accept the com- 
mission's recommendations as they 
undertook to do. We hope peace will 
be restored to the city and that good- 
neighbourly relations between all 
residents are restored. There are no 
winners or losers herb — the Sabbath 
alone has triumphed," Rabbi Meir 
declared. 

Asked what the city will do in case 
of demonstrations by the secularists, 
he expressed the hope that “common 
sense will prevail. The police will 
deal with those who disturb the 
peace. We stress only that all 
residents have alternative routes to 
Rehov Hashomer.

Lavish praise for PM 
at White House arrival 


Carter finds 
Begin’ s plan 
‘worth study’

WASHINGTON. — President 
Jimmy Carter welcomed Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin to the 
White House yesterday, declar- 
ing that this' was "a very impor- 
I tant day in the history of our na- 
tion, and I think perhaps for the 
future of the Middle East and 
perhaps even for the future of 
the world." 

Following a 19-gun salute and the 
playing by a marine band of the U.S. 

< and Israeli national anthems, both 
Begin and Carter noted that they 
may wind up with different views In 
their search for an 'Arab-Israeli 
peace settlement. But they pledged 
to work together to achieve that 
objective. 

"We share that common project," 
Carter asserted. “And although 
there might be differences in 
perspective and viewpoint, between 
1 him and me, his nation and the 
United States, that common , goal of 
finding a path to permanent peace 
will inevitably hind us together." 

Begin, standing together with the 
Presldent-and tb.e'.v.-wivfa on a stand 
on the White House front lawn, said: 
"I share your view that we stand 
together for human liberty and 
dignity. And we may have 
differences of opinion, but we shall 
never disagree; we may only agree 
to differ." 

Shortly after their unusually warm 
opening statements, the two leaders 
and their senior aides went into the 
White House Ova] Office to begin the 
first of three rounds of formal talks. 
Last nig\rt, Carter was host at a 
working dinner at the White House In 
Begin'8 hondur, followed by the 
customary private discussion up- 
stairs. They are to resume formal 
talks at the White House this mor- 
ning. 

Under an extraordinarily hot 
Washington sun — the temperature 
hovered around 38 degrees cen- 
tigrade all day long — Carter seem- 
ed to go out of his way to praise 
Begin. Ibis was symptomatic of the 
concerted U.S. effort to ease the 
strajn In Am eric an- Israeli relations 
that threatened to develop following 
the Begin victory In the May elec- 
tions. 

“To me, having read the writings 
and biography of our distinguished 
visitor this morning, there is a great 
parallel between what Israel Is, what 
it stands for, and what Prime 
Minister Begin la and what he stands 
for," Carter said. “He Is a man who 
has demonstrated a willingness to 
suffer for principle, a man who has 
shown superlative personal courage 
in the face of trial, challenge, disap- 
pointment, hut win has ultimately 
prevailed because of the depth of his 
commitment and his own personal 
characteristics." , 

Begin, dressed to a dark gray suit 
and looking fine despite the hot 
weather opened his remarks in 
Hebrew. “Mr. President, I have 
come from the Land of Zion and 
Jerusalem as the spokesman for an 
ancient people and a young nation. 
God's blessing on America, the hope 
of the human race. Peace to your 
great nation." 

It was the first time to recent 
memory that a visiting Israeli leader 
used Hebrew to open his arrival 
statement at the White House. 

Interest In Begln’s visit here 
seems to have surpassed that of 
other official visits by Israeli 
leaders, including those of former 
Prime Minister Golds Meir. There 
were nearly twice as many newsmen 
and photographers cramped into the 
press section yesterday than had 
covered the last arrival ceremony of 
former Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, early this year. 

Outside the White House, about 100 
Palestinians and pro-Palestinian 
demonstrators protested peacefully 
against the Begin visit. Down the 
street, along Pennsylvania Avenue, 
there was a small demonstration by 
Begin supporters. Police watched 
carefully and there were nu In- 
cidents. 


After the White House meeting, 
Begin and his aides drove to the 
State Department for a working 
luncheon with Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance. Later in the afternoon, 
the Prime Minister was to meet 
separately with Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown and Treasury 
Secretary’ Michael Blumenthal. 

At the lawn ceremony, Mrs. Lflian 
Carter, the President's mother, 
stood atop one of the White House 
balconies observing the festivities. 
The Israeli delegation as well' as 
senior U.S. officials. Including 
Vance, National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski and U.S. Am- 
bassador to Israel Samuel Lewis, 
stood behind the stage. A crowd of 
about 200 invited guests — mostly 
Israeli officials at the embassy, their 
wives and children, as well as promi- 
nent Washington Jewish leaders — 
stood along the side and cheered 
Begin and Carter. 

The President hailed Israel's re- 
cent admission of 66 Vietnamese 
refugees as “an act of compassfon, 
an act of sensitivity, and a recogni- 
tion. by him (Begin! and his govern- 
ment of the importance of a home for 
people who were destitute s»nd who 
would like to express their own ifl- 
dividality and freedom." 

Begin, responding, recalled the 
plight of the S.S. St. Louis, a German 
passenger ship carrying some 900 
Jewish refugees in the late 1930s that 
was denied entrance into many 
foreign ports for over nine months. 

"Eventually, they went back to 
Europe," Begin said. "Some of them 
saved their lives. The majority of 
them went to the gas chambers. We 
have never forgotten the lot of our 
people, persecuted, humiliated, ul- 
timately physically destroyed." 

Carter said that he had been "en- 
couraged" by Begin's recent 
"statements that all the points of dis- 
pute with his Arab neighbours are 
negotiable; that this year might be a 
time of success in the so-far 
frustrated efforts to bring perma- 
nent peace and security into the Mid- 
dle East." 

Begin and Carter, neither speak- 
ing from a prepared text, seemed es- 
pecially gracious to each other. 

“I am particularly thrilled to have 
them come here," Carter said of the 
Prime Minister and Mrs. Begin. He 
added jokingly: “We have had many 
distinguished visitors this year, but 
be is the first one who comes as the 
head of a nation who is junior to me. 
All the others have been presidents 
or prime ministers or kings much 
longer. So I welcome the chance to 
act as a senior statesman this mor- 
ning." 

The President complimented 
Israel for going through such an 
"orderly transition of authority and 
responsibility from one political par- 
ty io another.'* He said: Prime 
Minister Begin represents a nation 
which has just demonstrated again 
the importance of a true democracy 
where people, in an absolutely un- 
constrained expression of individual 
preference, in open elections, can 
decide who their leader will be." 

Carter also said that he admires 
Begin's “deep and unswerving 
religious commitment. This has 
always been a guiding factor in his 
consciousness and In his pursuit of 
unswerving goals. There is a 
quietness about him which goes with 
determination and a fiery spirit in 
his expressions of his belief* to the 
public. And this is as It should be." 

Carter concluded his remarks by 
quoting a passage from Isaiah 
(32:18): “And the work of 
righteousness shall be peace, and the 
effect of .righteousness, quietness 
and assurance forever." 

Begin, speaking English elegantly, 
recalled the travails of the Jewish 
people, "to our own time, these peo- 
ple were strewn into the abyss. It 
had to extricate itself from the 
depths of the pits with the last 
vestige of its strength through an un- 
equalled fight far national self- 
liberation of the few against the 
many, of the weak against the 
strong, of right against might,”

Washington. — Prime 

Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday gave President Carter 
proposals for a Middle East 
settlement which the White 
House later described as 
"forward-looking and worth con- 
sideration." 

It said tiie two leaders also agreed. 
In two bourn of talks, on the need to 
move rapidly toward reconvening 
the Geneva conference on the Middle 
East this year, keeping to mind the 
importance of careful preparation. 

White House spokesman Jody 
Powell said both sides agreed that 
their aim was to search for ways to 
begin negotiations. 

He said Carter believed yester- 
day’s talks, the first between the two 
leaders since Begin arrived on Mon- 
day from New York, bad helped 
move toward that aim. 

“The Prime Minister's views are 
forward-looking and worthy of con- 
sideration and will be further dis- 
cussed both tonight and tomorrow," 
Powell said. 

Both American and Israel sources 
here accentuated the positive after 
yesterday's first round of talks, but 
areas of disagreement did arise. 
Powell confirmed that the President 
had raised the issue of Israel 
settlements in the administered 
territories. 

An official White House statement 
issued after the meeting summed up 
the session this way: "The meeting 
was devoted to a thorough and 
searching discussion of how to move 
towards an overall settlement of the 
Arab-Israel conflict. The President 
and Prime Minister each developed 
their ideas on the issues involved.” 

At the State Department later 
yesterday, Begin told reporters that 
the proposals he presented to Presi- 
dent Carter were the framework of a 
peace-making process. 

He said he had cordial discussions 
with Secretary of State Vance over 
lunch and added: "The discussions 
were very good, very serious and 
very Important." 

Begin would not disclose details of 
the discussions or his plan. “All the 
important statements will be made 
tomorrow, “ (today) he said. 

Begin is expected to make public 
details of his peace plan at a press 
conference here this afternoon. 
Israel sources said that the plan was 
primarily a "framework" for mov- 
ing towards peace.

Liberation Army." 

The Japanese report said the 
posters were put up on the wall of the 
Ministry of Economic Relations with 
Foreign Countries, and were signed 
by “the first and fourth bureaus of 
the ministry."

’ The major part of yesterday mor- 
ning's talks focussed on movement 
toward the Geneva conference, 
which met only briefly In December, 
1973, the spokesman said. A White 
House statement said both leaders 
developed their Ideas on the issues 
Involved in overall settlement of the 
Arab-Israel conflict. 

"They agreed that all the Issues 
must be settled through negotiations 
between the parties based on UN 
Security Council resolutions 242 and 
838 which all the governments direct- 
ly concerned have accepted," it said. 

Carter spent most of the time dur- 
ing the meeting giving Begin his im- 
pressions of the Arab positions. He 
spent some 15 minutes conferring 
privately with the Prime Minister 
before the formal session, which 
took place in the Cabinet room. 

Meanwhile, Powell confirmed that 
the U.S. was considering the sale of 
60 F-15 fighter bombers to Saudi 
Arabia, and would Initiate con- 
sultations with Congress on this 
Issue shortly. Such a sale is bound to 
upset Israel, and disclosure of it has 
marred the Begin visit, which 
otherwise seems to be going well.

Teng, one of the half dozen most 
important figures to China during 
the 1949-1966 period, has been purged 
twice. The first time was during the 
cultural revolution, when he was 
castigated as a revisionist. 

After reappearing In 1973, he 
assumed several of the country's 

most important functions until he 
was purged again in April 1976. 

The rehabilitation of the 78-year- 

old Teng, a pragmatist once groom- 
ed to succeed the late Premier Chou 
En-lai, has been expected since the 
downfall last October of a radical 
leadership headed by ChiangChing, 
widow of the late Chinese Com- 
munist Party Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung, who died a month 
earlier.

Doctors say Israel lacks 
anaesthesiologists 


HAIFA (Him). — There is a serious 
lack of anaesthesiologiats in Israel, 
two Haifa doctors said in an article 
in the latest issue of Earefua, the 
journal of the Israel Medical 
: Association. 

Dr. Gavriel Gurxnan of the 
Rothschild hospital and Dr. Esther 
Dvortzki from the anaesthesia 
department in Rambam hospital, 
-said there are only 200 
anaestheaiologista in Israeli 
hospitals. This, they said, is barely 
enough for current needs in 
operating theatres in times of peace 
and there are not enough doctors for 
the other tasks anaesthesiologiats 
must perform in modern medicine. 

They recommended that more 
medical students be encouraged to 
specialize in anaesthesiology. 


Soldier held as suspect 
in Givatayim blaze 


GIVATAYIM (Itim). — An IDF 
soldier — with singed eye-lashes and 
hair — has been arrested at his base 
in connection with the blaze and ex- 
plosion which severely damaged a 
large apartment building here last 
week, police revealed yesterday. 

Police said the arrest was made on 
the day after the blaze, starting from 
evidence provided by a young eye- 
witness who had taken the number of 
the car in which the arsonists are 
believed to have made their 
getaway. This led them to the owner 
of the car, who was held for question- 
ing along with Ms brother and a 
soldier staying with them in their 
flat. The police learned that a third 
brother, currently doing his army 
service, may have been involved, 
and they contacted his base. 

He was not at his base when the 
enquiry was made on the night of the 
blase, but when he turned up the 
following day with scorched clothing 
and singed hair, the base com- 
mander called in the police. The 
suspect told the police that he had 
been beaten up and burned by four 
thugs — a story which they im- 


mediately discounted as it con- 
tradicted the story he had originally 
told his commander: that he had 
received the burns in a car accident. 


The police believe that he may 
well have been burned while setting 
fire to the Givatayim building, as 
forensic tests on his clothing reveal- 
ed that the bums had been caused by 
direct contact with an unidentified 
combustible material. His alibi also 
failed to hold up. the police said. 

A special unit has been set up at 
Tel Aviv region police headquarters 
to looMnto the blaze, which gutted a 
ground-floor boutique and severely 
damaged the apartment block on the 
comer of Wetanann and Katznelson 
streets in Givatayim. The unit, un- 
der the command of Sgan-Nitzav 
Ya’acov Yale, is looking into the 
possibility that the blaze may have 
been caused by protection 
racketeers. Both police sappers and 
firemen have already concluded that 
the loud blast which rocked the 
building soon after the fire broke out 
was not caused by an explosive 
charge. 


Dayan applies diplomatic muzzle 


after Kidron’s comments on new gov’t

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
has forbidden Israel's diplomats 
abroad to discuss or answer 
questions about domestic and 
political matters inside Israel. 

This new "muzzle" policy emerg- 
ed from Dayan's reply during ques- 
tion time in the Knesset yesterday to 
Avraham Sharir (Likud-Liberals) 
who asked about a "Guardian” 
report that London Ambassador 
Avraham Kidron predicted a short 
life for the new coalition. 


The "Guardian" report, about a 
dinner given by the ambassador for 


British MFs, with an off-the-record 
background briefing about 
developments in Israel, was denied 
by Kidron, Dayan said. Kidron had 
in fact replied to a questionabout the 
coalition problem caused by the 
presence of religious parties. 

Kidron also said that he was 
writing to the "Guardian” on the 
alleged misreportlng. 

The Foreign Minister said he had 
sent a letter of reprimand to the am- 
bassador in London and told him it 
was not his business to talk about 
domestic developments in Israel, 
and that he had exceeded his 
authority. 


Flatto-Sharon studying Hebrew in bed

The Australian Minister for the 
Capital Territory, Anthony Staley, 
said yesterday that one prerequisite 
for a Middle East arrangement was 
that the Arab states in general and 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion in particular recognize Israel 'a 
right to exist. 

- Staley, who heads a five-man fact- 
finding delegation of the Australian 
Federal Parliament visiting the Mid- 
dle East, said that such recognition 
should lead to a peace involving full 
diplomatic relations, open borders, 
tourism, trade and so forth. He spoke 
in the Knesset yesterday at a 
luncheon given in his honour by 
Speaker Yitzhak Shamir. 

Australia felt that the Palestinian 
people had a legitimate right to a 
homeland alongside Israel, he said, 
but its form should be a matter for 
the parties directly concerned to 
decide. 

Staley said that trade between 
Australia and Israel could be ex- 
pected to grow. Australia wanted to 
redress the adverse balance. 

He said spiritual and historic links 
with Israel were close despite the 
geograpMcal remoteness. He invited 
Speaker Shamir to visit Australia 
soon at the head of a Knesset delega- 
tion. Israel and Australia were 
among the minority of countries on 
the globe which practised 
democracy as a way of government 
and a way of life, Staley said. They 
could both benefit from mutual 
technical cooperation as well. 

The Australian Ambassador to 
Israel, Richard Smith, also attended 
the luncheon. Speaker Shamir 
welcomed the delegation from the 
rostrum at the opening of the 
Knesset's afternoon session.

— History repeated itself 
in Maccabiah track and field events 
at the Ramat Gan stadium last night 
when Australians Len Bogafin and 
Alan Preiss won the gold and silver 
medals In the 400 metres. 


It was the same two rjinners who 
fought out the same event at the 9th 
Maccabiah four years ago. Bogafin 
last night timed 49.25 seconds with 
Preiss clocking 49.50. Two 
Americans followed the Australians 
home. 


Esther Roth set a new Maccabiah 
record time in die 110m. hurdles which 
she won with ease In 13.50 sec. This 
was her third individual gold medal 
in the games. 


Ruth Zloshenko of Netanya set a 
new Maccabiah record in the high 
jump clearing 1.75 m. Another Mac- 
cabiah record was set in the 1.300 m. by 
Zahava Shmueli. with a time of 
4:29.4 mins.

Likud and DMC reach virtual 
accord on social issues

The Likud and the Democratic 
Movement for Change were yester- 
day on the verge of an agreement on 
social and economic issues. 

The National Religious Party, & 
member of the Government coali- 
tion, yesterday boycotted the Likud- 
DMC meeting because its demand 
(hat it participate hi the subcommittee 
discussing electoral reform was re- 
jected. 

Prof. Yigael Yadin of the DMC told 
reporters that examination of the 
social and economic planks of the 
two parties revealed do se similarity. 
But the parties had yet to clarify the 
powers of the deputy minister who 
will be responsible for social 
welfare. 


The Likud’s Zalman Shovel said 
the only differences were those in 
nuance dr emphasis. However, the 
parties still had to reach agreement 
on how the funds for social better- 


ment would be .allocated, he said. 


The parties/ agreed that govern- 
ment subsidies should be paid to the 
“consumer” — meaning “die needy," 
according to a senior Likud source. 
At pres^dfc government subsidies 
reduce theprice of the commodity in 
question, thus also benefiting the 
well-to-a®. 

The two parties also agreed that a 
national health insurance scheme 
should be introduced immediately, 
and that -workers’ wages-shouldr^sei 
in proportion to increased efficiency 
and productivity.

department heads had not yet check- 
ed to see where cuts should be made, 
so it was impossible to describe 
anything as m argin al. 

Avraham Malamed (NRP) prais- 
ed the Likud — with tongue In cheek 
— for having dropped its traditional 
demand to increase defence budgets. 

The subsidies shouldhavebeen cut 
a long time ago, Melamed said. In 
any case, only one-fifth of the total 
subsidies' budget went to the needy. 
The rest was enjoyed by the well-to- 
do. This was the height of the absurd, 
he said. 

Yigael Cohen-Orgad (Likud- 
Herut) said that bus fares should not 
be increased, because unlike other 
subsidies they gave maximum 
benefit to the low-income families 
and not the wealthy.- 

He said it was hypocritical for the 
Alignment to claim credit now for a 
moderate rise in prices in the first 
half of the year when this had only 
been done by increasing subsidies 
and endangering the foreign curren- 
cy reserves. 

Chaika Grossman (Alignment- 
Mapam) warned that the new 
measures would make prices rise 12 
per cent and not 5 per cent. The 
Likud had broken all its promises to 
reduce inflation and foster develop- 
ment, she said. 

Mapam did not want the workers 
to get welfare handouts in place of an 
honest return for their labours, she 
said. The Alignment would cam- 
paign for a review of the cost-of- 
living system with increments to be 
paid every three months, she said. 

Mcir WIJner (Democratic Front 
for Peace and Equality) said the 
government was robbing the poor to 
make the rich still richer. The 
nation's economic problems would 
not be solved and the economic 
catastrophe would not be averted, as 
long as the government's foreign and 
security policies made it necessary 
to spend so much on defence, he said. 

Opening the debate. Gad Ya’acobi 
(Alignment-Labour) charged that 
the economic and fiscal measures 
were both scrappy and erroneous in 
intent. They failed to tackle the coun- 
try's basic economic problems. They 
would neither slow down Inflation 
nor improve the balance of 
payments, nor speed up economic 
development. They would probably 
cause pickets of unemployment, he 
said. They could also hamper 
national security at a time when the 
nation had to be on top alert 

Avraham Sharir (Likud-Liberals) 
praised the minister for having cut 
the budget selectively, and not 
'across the board. The Labour 
government had been paralysed and 
impotent during the past few months 
before the elections, especially as 
far as subsidies were concerned. 

Sharir said it was high time that 
forceful measures were takes to 
make sure every one paid Income 
tax. 

Amnon Rubinstein (DMC) praised 
the new government’s readiness in 
principle to consider cuts in the 
defence budget. Now the defence es- 
tablishment would have a chance to 
scrutinize itself, to save and to in- 
crease efficiency. However, he 
warned, real defensive capacity 
must not be impaired- 

Sblomo Lorincz t Aguda) said that 
any and every government would 
have carried out the same measures. . 


The only special characteristic was 
the courageous step of cutting the 
defence budget. If the Defence 
Minister agreed that the cuts were 
possible, and In fact proposed them, 
there need be no fear of the outcome. 

Moshe Katzav (Likud -He rut) also 
argued that bus fares should not be 
raised because the disadvantaged 
sectors travelled solely by bus. The 
defence budget should include cuts 
in the Army Radio station, he said. 

Yigal Oohen (Likud-La'am) said 
the Alignment showed impudence in 
criticizing measures destined to 
repair the damage it itself had caus- 
ed. 

Meir Cohen (Lokud-Herut) said the 
Treasury measures would deal a 
hard blow to low-income families. 
The compensation would have to be 
larger than what was proposed 

Yeruham Meshel (Alignment-. 
Labour) said the measures disap- 
pointed him bitterly because they 
were anti-social and anti- 
egalltarlaa. They hit the working 
masses — the backbone of the nation 
— first and foremost. The Likud was 
doing nothing to attack black c apltal 
which was sending its poison 
everywhere to destroy the national 
social fabric, he charged. 

Arye Eliav (Shell!) said his faction 
was moving for a vote of no con- 
fidence because the new measures' 
were anti-social. Although the 
defence budget cuts were 
praiseworthy, they were the only 
praiseworthy thing about the 
measures. The measures did not 
touch the rich in the slightest and 
they took the easiest way out by 
mollycoddling capital and hitting 
the disadvantaged, he said. 

Gustav Badian (Llkud-Liberals) 
said that instead of a policy of sub- 
sidies on commodities which had 
turned all the population into welfare 
recipients, a selective wages policy 
should be introduced. 

Stef Wertheimer (DMC) said that 
at a time when only 60,000 workers 
were employed in export industries, 
It was absurd not to improve export 
workers' conditions to attract man- 
power from the services. 

Jacques Amir (Alignment-Labour) 
said that the next cost-of-living in- 
crease should be 100 per cent of the 
rise in the index, and not merely 70 
per cent. 

Shuiaznit Aloni (Citizens Rights 
Movement) said the consumer was 
subsidizing the government and not 
vice versa, because the government 
was profiting on Imports of meat, 
sugar and coffee. 

Pesach Grupper (Llkud-Liberals) 
said the Likud was trying to save the 
country from an economic 
catastrophe caused by Labour’s elec- 
toral calculations. 

Moshe Meron (Likud-Liberals) 
said the nation accepted the 
measures and would be ready for 
more, provided the government set 
an example. 

Gideon Hausner <TLP) said he 
could not Support the measures 
because the government itself was 
not economizing enough, nor was It 
caring for all the low-income 
families. . 

Haim Bar-lev (Alignment-Labour) 
said he had grave doubts as to the 
government's plan to cut 2Ll.4b. 
from the defence budget. Israel's 
military might would inevitably be 
impaired by it. he believed.

RAMAT HASHARON- — American 
players completely dominated the 
10th Maccabiah tennis cham- 
pionships here yesterday, winning 
the first three gold medals and going 
a long way to making a clean sweep 
of all the top honours. 

At the 1973 games, .South Africa 
won all eight golds at stake and their 
dramatic decline this time is all the 
.more dis appointing since they are 
banned from eight of the 23 sports 
being contested at the Maccabiah. 

While Americana Steve Krulevitz 
and Larry Nagler were cruising 
through their semi-finals against 
leading Israelis Yair Wertheimer 
and Shlomo Glickstein, unseeded 17- 
year-old Dana Gilbert was beating 
fifth-seeded Stacy Margolin. 18, in a 
scintillating last round between the 
two- Californian friends and doubles 
partners. In the girls' 18 -and-under 
rankings in the U-S., Margolin is 
placed eighth, while Gilbert is six 
places lower, and in some half-dozen 
previous contests between them 
Margolin has always won in straight 
sets. 

But in yesterday's game Gilbert 
showed exemplary court-craft as she 
hit two-fisted backhands from cor- 
ner to corner and usually had the 
edge in some glorious long rallies. 
Some 3,000 people saw, yesterday's 
game, the biggest crowd ever to 
watch tennis in Israel. Margolin, a 
Junior Wightman Cup player, tried In 
vain to break up her opponent’s 
ruthlessly efficient game. 

Top-seeded Krulevitz, 26, who is 
currently ranked 19th in the U.S. and 
reached the third round at 
Wimbledon last year, disposed of 
fourth seeded Wertheimer 6-0. 6-3, 
with an Impressive display of all- 
court tennis which combined power 
and touch and featured some 
breathtaking passing shots that left 
the luckless Israel champion flat- 
footed. 

Glickstein — the local No. 2 and 
seeded sixth here — was even more 
outplayed by the unseeded 37-year- 
old Nagler, going down 6-1, 6-0 to the 



tournament’s classic “dark horse " 
whose best tennis was played aozne 
15 years ago. when he was American 
inter-collegiate champion and rank, 
ed No. 8 in the U.S. 

Nagler, who reeled off 12 games i& 
a row after the Israeli had taken the 
opener, later told The Jerusalem 
Post that he felt he had a chan Ce 
against the highly-rated Krulevitz In 
today's final. “It's a case of my hav- 
ing nothing to lose and all the 
pressure will be on Krulevitz," he 
commented. Nagler added that he 

was playing his best tennis for years ; 

and had been astonished by the ease ! 
of his victory over Glickstein. 

The host-country again ended on 
the losing end to the U.S. yesterday 
evening, when Peter Rennert and 
Joel Ross looked sharp as they • 
defeated Haim Arlosoroff and 
Reuven Porgea 6-3. 6-4 in the men's I 
doubles final. Nevertheless, It was a i 
fine achievement of the young i 
Israeli pair to reach the last round 
and Arlosoroff especially was in floe , 
form in the final.

SAFED (Itlm). — three policemen 
called out to investigate a corpse dis- 
covered on a hill-side near here, on 
Monday night found that the object 
of their Investigation was none other 
than Nahman Parkas, aliveand well 
and sound asleep — with a quantity 
of what Is believed to be hashish on 
his person. 

The police were alerted by two 
local hunters, who came across the

The 
policemen gave chase, and soon had 
their man. Tn the absence of hand- 
cuffs, they used the cords from their 
whistles to bind the prisoner. 

Parkas, who has escaped from 
lock-ups and prisons several times in 
the past, will be brought before the 
Magistrate's Court here today to 
face charges of growing hashish and 
„ escaping while in legal detention. 


Activist sent to Siberia 
on day before marriage

TEL AVIV. — The Soviet authorities 
. exiled Prisoner of Zion Yosef Begun 
to Siberia just one day before the 
marriage he had planned with prison 
permission in Jail, it was reliably 
learned here yesterday. 

Begun, who was sentenced to two 
years on the charge of “parasitism," 
had asked that he be allowed to 
marry his fiancee Ella Drogova in 
the Moscow jail where he was held 
after his trial. The two filled 'out all 
the proper forms and were told they 
would be allowed to wed on July 4. 

When Miss Drogova arrived at the 
prison early on July 4, however, she 
was told that Begun was not there. 
After inquiring further she was final- 
ly Informed that he was transported 
to Siberia the day before. 

Begun’ s medical condition Is said 
to be very serious as he is still con- 
tinuing the hunger, strike which he 
began over 100 days ago, He is being 
force-fed and drinks water, but he 
still does not receive sufficient 
nourishment. On the long trip to 
Siberia, he Is said to be accompanied 
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"I’m glad I returned, especially to the scene of the tragedy. I've 
simply conquered my fears.” That was the reaction of De Jean 
Replogle, an American who lost a leg In a terrorist attack on a 
pilgrims’ tourist bos in December of 1974. She Is seen here purchas-

Mental patients’ rights

Druse want access 
to aU army branches 

Druse leaders yesterday demand- 
ed of Deputy- Defence Minister 
Mordechai Tzipori to exert his In- 
fluence on the army so that Druse 
recruits would be able to enlist into 
all branches of the Israel Defence 
Forces. 

The leaders addressed their 
demands to Tzipori while the deputy 
minister was touring Druse villages 
in Galilee." They said that the Druse 
have proved their loyalty in the state 
"in blood" and demand equal treat' 
ment. 

Talking about education, the 
Druse leaders said they were not 
pleased with the curriculum in 
Druse state schools. They said they 
preferred Druse youth to study the 
Jewish curriculum — except for sub- 
jects of religion and culture — and 
not the Moslem-orientated 
minorities curriculum. 


Kibbutz need not return restitution 
payment when member leaves - 


TEL AVIV lltim). — A kibbutz 
member who leaves may not recover 
the German restitution payments 
that he turned over to the kibbutz, 
District Court Judge Ellahu Manny 
ruled yesterday. 

The plaintiff, Elisheva Bar-Sela, 
claimed that she had been compell- 
ed, as a result of unfair pressure, to 
relinquish to Kibbutz Kfar Szold 
IL540.000 in the period 1959-60. 

The judge did not agree that there 
had been any unfair pressure. 
Although the decision at the time had 
undoubtedly been a difficult one for 
her, she could have left the kibbutz if 
she had so wished, he said.* 

The decision to join a kibbutz is a 
fateful one. judge Manny said. When 
a candidate accepts kibbutz 
membership, he assumes all the 
responsibilities that membership en- 
tails. The plaintiff had entered into a 
contractual relation with the kib- 
butz. and that could not be nullified 
because all her expectations bad not 
been fulfilled. 


Mrs. Bar-Sela’s troubles with the 
kibbutz began after her husband's 
death In 1988, when she was 54, the 
judge noted. Thereafter, she found 
herself socially isolated. At one 
stage, she sought approval for work- 
ing outside the kibbutz, but this was 
denied her. Before that, her request 
to he assigned a certain job in the 
kibbutz had likewise been rejected. 

In 1973, after 19 years, she finally 
left the kibbutz. The kibbutz granted 
her H.7,370 plus IL250 to cover the 
depreciation of her furniture. The 
kibbutz also informed her that it 
would make an exception and com- 
pensate her for a clothing cupboard 
she had brought along when she join- 
ed the kibbutz. But it refused to 
return the restitution payments from 
Germany. 

Declaring that the kibbutz was 
within its rights In so refusing. Judge 
Manny nevertheless urged it to com- 
pensate Mrs. Bar-Sela beyond the 
line of strict justice. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
, Bank of Israel Governor Arnon 
Gafny said yesterday that he would 
have preferred cutting social ser- 
vices rather than subsidies. 
Nevertheless, he said, the cuts had 
become inevitable because the 
budget for subsidies bad not been 
changed since November 1978. 

Gafny, who spoke on the Army 
-Radio's "Crossfire" programme, 
added that development budgets 
should not be cut any further. The 
prices of subsidized products, he 
said, should in the future be raised in 
line with devaluations and changes 
In foreign prices. The governor also 
said the Bank of Israel would cut 
directed credits for all but first- 
priority purposes. 

According to Gafny. the real 
budget cut involved In the measures 
taken Sunday by the Treasury 
amounts to ILl. 9b. He said he hoped 
. the Treasury would stay within the 
limits it had set for Itself and would 
neither submit a supplementary 
budget nor infuse more money Into 
the economy. 


If the mini-devaluations are kept 
up and no further deficit financing is 
resorted to, Gafny said, he expects a 
growth rate of 4-5 per cent a year 
over the next two years. That 
growth, he believes, will come from 
exports, which he expects will in- 
crease by 10 per cent a year, with in- 
dustrial exports growing by 28 per 
cent. 

The immediate target of economic 
policy should be slowing down infla- 
tion. and Gafny believes that the 
government's latest measures will 
hold back inflationary’ pressures to 
an extent that will outweigh the im- 
mediate price Inflation caused by 
them. Gafny 's prediction presup- 
poses a freeze on real wages In the 
next two years — otherwise growth 
and exports would be held back. 

He added that the present system 
of cost-of-living allowances, under 
whichoniy 70 per cent of the price in- 
flation arc taken into account, was 
adequate for inflation rates below 30 
per cent. Above that rate, he said, 
the system should be re-examined.

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Ethiopian rebels 
claim destruction 
of planes, airport 


NAIROBI . — Somali-backed 
secessionist guerrillas In south 
Ethiopia yesterday claimed they had 
destroyed nine military aircraft and 
severely damaged factories and a 
telecommunications centre in a ma- 
jor attack on the vital Ethiopian 
railroad city of Dire Dawe last week. 

The Western Somali Liberation 
Front (WSLFi claimed in a com- 
munique issued In the Somali capital 
of Mogadishu that Dire Dawe's air- 
port was also extensively damaged 
during "bitter fighting" with Ethio- 
pian forces In and around the city on 
Friday. It also claimed a military 
aircraft was shot down and that the 
runway, a fuel depot and a hangar 
were damaged. 

The WSLF also claimed that 
Ethiopian troops have been 
withdrawn from five posts along the 
border with Somalia because of the 
current guerrilla offensive in 
Ethiopia's Ogaden province. 

The guerrillas are fighting to 
make Ogaden part of ethnically 
Arab Somalia, which claims the 
semi-desert region and provides 
weapons, training facilities and 
political backing for the WSLF. 

Ethiopia's military regime has not 
officially acknowledged the attack, 
but diplomatic sources in Addis 
Ababa report that Ethiopian troops 
were Involved in a series of fierce 
clashes with guerrillas in and around 
Dire Dawe late last week. 

Dire Dawe is vitally important to 
the Ethiopian regime because it 
guards the rallraod from Addis 
Ababa to Djibouti which is the outlet 
for SO per cent of Ethiopia's trade. 

'Die importance of the Djibouti rail 
link for the Ethiopian regime in- 
creases as the Eritrean rebels press 
harder on Ethiopia’s only other out- 
let to the sea. Asmara. 

Diplomatic observers In Somalia 
and Ethiopia fear that the two 
nations may be drawn into a full- 


scale comlict over Ogaden and 
. Ethiopia's need to keep the railroad 
open. 

The WSLF says that since it blew 
up the railroad in three places last 
month the Ethiopians have been un- 
able to reopen it. The WSLF claimed 
WO Ethiopian troops were killed in 
the Dire Dawe battle. It gave no 
details of its own casualties. Both 
sides are reportedly building up 
their forces in preparation for a 
showdown in the region. 

The Front claims to control more 
than 60 per cent of Ogaden, which ac- 
counts for nearly one-third of 
Ethiopia's territory. Its people are 
mainly nomads of Somali ethnic 
origin. 

The only official Ethiopian men- 
tion of the battles in the area came in 
an Ethiopian news agency report 
that Swedish pilot Count Gustaf von 
Rosen. 67. was shot last Wednesday 
by regular Somali soldiers who had 
infiltrated Harar province, near 
Ogaden. 

The veteran pilot, who helped 
Biafra daring the Nigerian civil war. 
was often involved in conflicts and 
gained a reputation for favouring the 
weaker side. Hie had helped Ethiopia 
against Italy in 1935, Finland against 
the Soviet Union in 1639 and in 1940 
and was active in the . Congo, now 
Zaire, in I960. 

The news agency said in a 
despatch sent to Reuters that 
thousands of people attended the 
funeral services at the Me k ana 
Tesua Church In the centre of Addis 
Ababa, including cabinet ministers, 
senior government officials, 
military officers and staff of the 
Relief and Rehabilitation Commis- 
sion the count headed. 

The Swedish Fb reign Ministry said 
last week the count was killed in an 
attack on a southeastern Ethiopian 
town where he had flown to discuss 
nomadic settlement.

Norwegian youth convicted in Lebanon; 
planned terrorist action in Tel Aviv 


BEIRUT < UPI i . — Norwegian leftist 
student Lars Gule. 22, was convicted 
yesterday of illegal possession of ex- 
plosives and sentenced to six months 
in prison. He was also fined 500 
Lebanese pounds <'IL1,860). 

Gule was acquitted of charges of 
possessing explosives with intent to 
commit a terrorist act. 

After his arrest May 6 while trying 
to board a Frankfurt-bound plane at 
Beirut airport with a kilogram of ex- 
plosives concealed in his camping 
bag. Gule had told authorities he bad 
planned to use the materia] to plant 
bombs in Israel for a Palestinian 
terrorist group. 


He could possibly have received a 
life sentence if convicted on the 
count of intent to commit a terrorist 
act. But at an Initial hearing July 5, 
ithe slender, bespectacled Gule said: 
*‘I would not have used the ex- 
plosives in Lebanon or any other 
Arab country" and professed “great 
faith in the Arab cause". 

“I was going to choose one of three 
targets: The Hotel President in Tel 
Aviv, a nearby residence or a crowd- 
ed street,'* he told the preliminary 
hearing. He said the date set for the 
bombing had been July 5 and that 
when he was finished he was to go to 
Cyprus and report to a woman. 


New York Olympics would lose $224m. 


NEW YORK CAP). — Richard 
Ravitch, tbernan who has been cam- 
paigning to bring the 1984 Olympic 
Games to New York City, admitted 
on Monday that his dream would 
cause a deficit of 3224m. 

Ravitch conceded that the city 


cannot be expected to put up the 
money, but this, has not made him 
drop his idea. "The games would be 
a tremendous boost to the city and a 
healthy shot in the arm for the con- 
struction and tourism industries, if it 
is fiscally prudent," Ravitch said.

Beirut paper says U.S. and 
PLO holding secret talks 


BEIRUT CAP). — U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter's administration and 
the leadership of the PLO are in- 
volved In secret high-level contacts, 
the Beirut newspaper "Al-Anwar" 
reported yesterday.

June 24 with the PLO's UN represen- 
tative. Basil Akl. 

Scranton reportedly sought "ex- 
planations and clarifications op 
some issues contained In the Arafat 
note that interested the American 
president." Anwar said. 

In Washington, tbe State Depart- 
ment acknowledged yesterday that 
Scranton had met with a represen- 
tative of the PLO recently but said 
he wasn't acting on behalf of the 
government. It said Scranton con- 
ferred with Assistant Secretary of 
State Roy Atherton before and after 
•his meeting. 


MADRID (AP). Prison riots 
spread from .Madrid to two more 
large Spanish cities yesterday. 
^Police firing rubber bullets and hurl- 
mg smoke grenades attempted to 
subdue 650 convicts demanding 
amnesty and better prison con- 
ditions. 

. The revolts began on Monday 
afternoon at Spain's largest prison, 
Carabanchel, on the outskirts of 
Madrid, when an estimated 350 con- 
victs climbed to the roofs by using 
bedclothes as ropes. They remained 
there overnight as police rein- 
forcements cordoned off the area. 

The prisoners were demanding 
amnesty for some Inmates and 
better' conditions for all prisoners 
who rexnained in jail. 


Spaniard 
leaves cellar 
after 38 years 

MADRID (UPD. — Some of his 
neighbours thought Protasio Mon- 
talvo Martin had fled to France. 
Others said he was living In Brazil, 
and others said he was long ago 
dead. 

But the white-haired 77-year-old 
Spaniard appeared on the street on 
Sunday in bis hometown of 
Cercedilla 'after hiding for 38 years 
in the cellar of his family home. 

Montalvo served during the 1936-39 
civil war as a Socialist mayor of. 
Cercedilla, a resort town of 2,500 In- 
habitants in the mountains north of 
Madrid. As the right-wing forces of 
the late Gen. Francisco Franco 
swept to victory, he took refuge in 
his basement. 

“I did it because of fear," he told 
reporters, dark glasses shielding his 
eyes from the bright sun. "because I 
had a lot of enemies In such a fascist 
town as Cercedilla." 

Montalvo, who was cared for by 
his 'wife and four children, said he 
decided it was the right moment to 
come out of hiding, "now that we ■ 
have a democratically-elected 
Cortes (parliament). 

-Hie recluse has become an im- 
mediate national celebrity and was 
interviewed on Monday on Spanish 
television. 

Montalvo said that although he liv- 
ed in the basement, he came up into 
the house to help his wife with the 
housework when no one was nearby. 
"I watched the rabbits and the birds 
and I could tell when someone was 
coming and I. would jump back down 
into the cellar," he said. 

It was leaders of tbe local Socialist 
Party, including one of his sons, who 
finally convinced the hermit that it 
was time to rejoin normal life. 


Three hundred inmates at Cadiz, 
near Spain's southern tip. and at 
Valladolid, 160 kilometres northwest 
df Madrid, revolted yesterday mor- 
ning in support of the Carabanchel 
mutiny. Riot squads closed off those 
prison areas as well. 

The mutiny came in Madrid's 
hottest weather this summer with 
temperatures reaching 35 degrees. 
Police said the rioters had carried 
drinking water to the roofs. 

At Carabanchel, police helicopters 
hovered over the prison at dawn. 
Witnesses said they were dropping 
smoke bombs. TCiey said they heard 
bursts of ftre as police tried to drive 
the inmates hack to their cells. Hie 
convicts, some of them brandishing 
iron bar^. retaliated by throwing 


bricks torn from the walls. 

Police and Justice Ministry of. 
ficials would not comment on the 
mutinies. 

The witnesses said the area near 
Carabanchel at times was engulfed 
by smoke from grenades and that 
shouts demanding medical cture 
were heard distinctly from the 
prison. 

Prisoner spokesmen said nine in- 
mates were injured by rubber 
bullets and smoke bombs. 

A spokesman for the Carabanchel 
rioters, who include nearly half the 
prisoners there, shouted from the 
roof that they would resist until 
either Premier Adolfo Suarez or tala 
delegate came to hear their 
demands. 


CIA chief ‘blundered’ over 
aircraft sale to Iranians 


WASHINGTON- (UPI). — Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) director 
Stanafield Turner made a fundamen- 
tal error in citing potential risks of a 
$1.23 billion aircraft sale to Iran, and 
thus has done himself harm in his 
battle to gain centralized control of 
all intelligence activities. 

In a classified letter to the General 
Accounting Office, administration 
sources said. Turner asserted there 
were "potential problems of high 
technology transfer" in the sale of 
seven sophisticated Awaca airborne 
warning and control systems to Iran 
because, of highly sensitive coding 
apparatus aboard the planes. 

But. the sources said, the version 
of the Awacs proposed for Iran does 
not include the coding devices. 
Turner was unaware of the fact 
because he made the response 
without checking to find out, they 
said. 

"He would have been aware of it 


had he coordinated with the National 
Security Council and State and 
Defence Departments," said one 
source, adding that the issue goes to 
the heart of a dispute over the CIA 
director's proposal for centralized 
control of all intelligence functions in 
his office. 

Turner's proposal would put 
himself — as director of central in- 
telligence — In control of activities 
now under the Pentagon. These in- 
clude the secret National Recon- 
naissance Office, which is in charge 
of spy satellites, and the National 
Security Agency, which is responsi- 
ble for intercepting communications 
and cracking codes. 

"If he is going to operate in this un- 
ilateral way, it gives concern that 
the Defence Department might not 
be informed of intelligence material 
it needs’* should' Turner’s plan be 
adopted, said the source. 


Kissinger denies pledging 
billions to Vietnam 


Red Chinese defector to Taiwan 
tells of ‘misery’ on the mainland 


TAIPEI lUPI) . — A newly defected 
Communist Chinese Mig-19 pilot said 
on Monday that the Peking regime is 
now pushing a policy which people 
on the China mainland know is total- 
ly against the revolutionary 
teachings of the late Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung. 

Fan Yuan-yen, a former squadron 
leader in the Communist Air Force 
who flew his Mig-19 to Taiwan on 
July 1. also said in an exclusive in- 
terview with UPI that he was sur- 
prised that foreigners know so little 
of the "miserable life" the Chinese 
are leading under Communist rule. 

Fan, 41, smartly dressed in a un- 
iform of the Nationalist Chinese Air 
Force into which he was com- 
missioned' as a lieutenant-colonel 
last Friday, said the Peking regime 
changes its policies so often and so 
extremely that the people are usual- 
ly confused, 

"Right now." he said, "the people 
there are being taught to increase 
their production in whatever field 
they are working." 

He said the mainland Chinese all 
remember that ’’the theory of 
production first" was condemned as 
"the road to capitalism" in the past 
both under Mao’s rule and later un- 
der the influence of the "Gang of 
Pour" led by Mao's widow, Chlang 
Ching. 

But he said in the last political 
classes he attended, commissars 
said that this was no longer right. He 
said all the factories have been 
ordered to set new goals of produc- 
tion and to meet these goals. 

When questioned about Mao's 
teachings, the commissars would 
tell them that revolution and class 
struggle were placed above produc- 
tion because Mao's teachings had 
been "distorted." 

He said the same policy is also be- 
ing carried out in the military, 
noting that while military com- 
manders used to attach primary im- 
portance to revolutionary activities, 
the commanders are now doing all 
they can to change this attitude. 

Fan said he does not really know, 
but he suspects a new food shortage

has struck the China mainland as a 
result of the reported droughts and 
floods in many provinces. He said 
this appqqt^ & -be. confijjried JbY 'a. 
two-thir ds cut in the meat rations for 
air force pild&,;— who probaJ?ly:get 
more and better food than anyone 
except party and government of- 
ficials. 

He said he saw with bis own' eyes, 
and heard the same thing from his 
former colleagues many times, that 
tbe people are so hungry that it is 
. common practice to give their 
children away for ration coupons or 
for nothing at all, so that the children 
might get enough to eat. 

He said some families are getting 
enough, or more than enough, to eat 
because so-called "free trading" has 
become increasingly popular and 
has produced some "rich people." 

He said many workers and 
farmers have deserted their fac- 
tories and farms to engage in this 
free trade, which the Communists 
seem to have been unable .to control 
or eliminate. He said they purchased 
rice and meat from farmers in com- 
munes and sold them to the people In 
cities, who have surplus money but 
not enough food. 

Fan confirmed reports that he has 
sent a letter to U.S. Secretary of 
State Qyrus Vance, who is due to 
visit Peking next month. Be said he 
has asked Vance to plead with the 
Peking authorities that his wife and' 
children be allowed to' join him in 
Taiwan. He said the letter was mail- 
ed to the U.S. Embassy here, which 
confirmed the receipt of it but did not 
say what It intended to do. 

Fan declined to discuss how he 
plans to spend the 5.000 ounces of 
gold (worth about IL7m.) the 
Nationalist government awarded 
him for defecting with his Mig-19 to 
Taiwan. , 

"I know I have a lotof money now, 
but I have really had not much time 
to think about it, 7 he said. He has 
decided to serve in the Nationalist 
Chinese Air Force, and said he was 
not planning to settle in any other 
country. . 


WASHINGTON (AP) . — Former 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry ( 
Kissinger said yesterday the U.S. 
never made a firm commitment of 
postwar aid to Vietnam, but what 
off era it did make were rendered null 
and void by Vietnamese violations of 
the Paris peace accords. 

In view' of North Vietnam's 
numerous abuses of the Paris agree- 
ment for a cease-fire in 1973, 
Kissinger said, it would be "an ab- 
surdity" for the U.S. to recognize 
any continued obligation for itself. 

"That would be carrying 
masochism to the ' extreme," the 
man who shared the Nobel Peace 
' Prize for negotiating the accords 
told a House International Affairs 
Subcommittee. 

Specifically. Kissinger denied 
there was any secret agreement by 
former President Richard Nixon to 
furnish $3- 25b. fn reconstruction aid 
. to Hanoi which the U.S. has failed to 
honour. • ■ r . * ■: 

oi ThfeSYaetnaaiD esc iast ye ag y rwead ed 
the existence of a letter In wtaichNix- 
in - Februar^ -1973', - told North 
Vietnam’s Premier Pham Van Dong 
that the U.S. would contribute such 
aid "without any political con- 
ditions" and said it would "fall in the 
range of $3.25b." 

But Kissinger said that was not a 
solid commitment, simply a 
preliminary "planning figure ... a 
ball park figure" to be used in 


negotiating aid under the cease-fire 
agreement. 

In whbt was officially characteriz- 
ed as an historic first — the volun- 
tary appearance of a former 
Secretary of State before a 
Congressional Committee — 
Kissinger also rejected the idea that 
any other pledge of aid or 
reparations by the U.S. still exists. 

He also said he believes Hanoi con- 
tinues to withhold some information 
about Americans, missing in the In- 
dochina war and the U.S. should not 
consider any aid to the Vietnamese 
"until we've had a full accounting.” 

While the Carter Administration 
might consider aid to Vietnam in the 
light of present U.S. interests and as 
part of normalizing relations, 
Kissinger said he did not think it 
should be given a high priority. 

"In terms of claims on American 
resources, I would put Vietnam in 
alphabetical order,", he said... . 

* . Kissinger’s appearance’ before, the 
Subcommittee on Arian and Pacific 
"2l£f airs - 'was to Unsv/er’ 'questibha 
about the Nixon letter to Pham Van 
Dong, which was made public by 
Representative Lester Wolff, 
Democrat-New York, more than a 
month ago.

New York underworld’s grisly jigsaw puzzle 


NEW YORK iRauterj. — Police and 
doctors here face a macabre jigsaw 
puzzle — piecing together parts of 
dismembered bodies found floating 
in New York's East River over the 
past three months. 

The remains found floating inbox- 
es and sacks may come from seven 
or eight corpses and. according to 
police, are probably the result of un- 
derworld gang killings. 


Police recently identified a torso 
from which the head, arms and legs 
had been sawn off as the remains of 
Charles "Ruby" Stein, reputed to be 
the leading loan shark of the New 
York underworld.. 

Chief medical examiner Dominick 
Dimaio said one of the corpses not 
yet identified had been cut up with 
the same saw used on Stein. 

Other remains fished from the 


river and presently lying in the city 
morgue were believed to be those of 
another loan shark, Eli "Joe the 
Baker" Zeccardi, acting head of the 
Genovese Mafia family. 

Zeccardi disappeared after leav- 
ing his home In an affluent suburb of 
New Jersey, and officials believe his 
family received demands for a ran- 
som of between $100,000 and $200,000 
(Hilm.-IL2m. ).

FOR TEARS, during' the Holocaust, 
when he was biding like an animal in 
the woods of Germany and Poland, 
Aaron Stern asked' himself one ques- 
tion over and over again:

He reached the conclusion that the 
educational system was at fault. Not 
only did ft not educate, but it 
destroyed the ability of a child to 
think logically ; it filled his mind with 
trivia and trash; audit formulated in 
bis emotional set- up many of the 
frustrations which were to accom- 
pany him the rest of his life* 

"When I have a child," he vowed, 
**I will educate it according to my 
own . system. Z will take an ordinary 
baby and educate it into being a 
genius — not a true genius whose 
mind leaps ahead of known facta by 
• some sort of instinctual inspiration, 

' but a person who exploits bis mental 
potentials to the fullest, so that he 
appears a genius in comparison with 
ordinary people." 

Stem and his wife, Bella, settled in 
the U-S.. and on August IS, 1992, a 
baby, Edith, was born to them. Stern 
called a press conference: "Do you 
see this baby," he told the pressmen, 
"she will grow up to become a 
genius." . 

They didn’t exactly laugh, for 
Stem was then, aattow, a sick man. 
The ravages of the life in the forests, 
a series of ailments (including 
cancer of the jaw) which kept him 
for weeks on end in a hospital, con- 
vinced them that perhaps there was 
something behind his 'tierce deter- 
mination. 

At three, Edith was reading and 
writing — and already beginning to 
love classical music. At five she was 
reading the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nic a, but at 12, disaster .struck. 

She was declared Van uninspired, 
mediocre pupil" by her school 
teachers. He decided to fight the- ' 
educational system, withdrew her 
from school despite threats of legal 
action, and had her enrolled in a 
nearby university. Three years later 
she graduated, at the age of IS. She 
was employed as an instructor in 
mathematics at Michigan State 
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AARON STERN 

University at the age of 15. Not only 
was she the youngest college teacher 
in the country, she was also the 
youngest person in her classroom. A. 
few years ago, Irritated by hints that 
she could not succeed outside the 
ivory tower of an academic life, she 
went to work for IBM. 

“The important thing to 
remember," Dr. Stem says, "is that 
she Is a happily adjusted person. She 
has a warm personality, has a wide 
range of interests and abilities; she 
has not concentrated on the subject 
at which she is best: sh<» 

excels in all subject matters. She 
loves music, 'especially classical 
music." 

At 24, Edith Is unmarried. 'Why? 

"When I look around at the broken 
marriages in America — with 50 per 
cent ending In divorce, I'm glad she 
is taking her time.” 

The Sterns have another child, 

‘ David, 17, who shows all indications 
of following in Edith’s foptsteps. 

And Aaron Stem himself, told soon 
after he arrived in the U.S. that he 


was fit only for manual labour, 
specifically that he should become a 
welder , finished a four-year univer- 
sity course in i3 months.’ 

WHAT are the methods he ad* 
vocates? 

He calls them "total educational 
submergence." 

He breaks this down to seven. main 
points: use existing community 
resources to the utmost for the child 
is living- in a real world not In a 
stagnating classroom, and. a nearby 
hospital can teach more about 
biology than a dry lesson in the sub- 
ject; Involvement In everything that 
goes on about the child — the fight 
against disease and prejudice (i.e., 
again leading the child into the ac- 
tual mental world which dominates 
hissaciety); teaching based on a 
dialogue, with the teacher and pupil 
having a debate about things, not 
forcing the child to listen to a 
monologue; do away with grades 
since, some pupils cope more 
successfully with tests than they do 
with actual knowledge, thus allowing 
the mark achieved in a test to In- 
dicate progress, although this is not 
so; exploit educational TV to the ut- 
most and eliminate as much as 
possible the viewing of trashy 
shows; let the pupil grow at his own 
pace since rigid conformity to 
chronological barriers is at best 
capricious, arbitrary, and even 
harmful at times; and finally, to 
teach, the young person ten hours a 
day six days a week, but no£ 
necessarily in a class room, but on 
trljjs, excursions, and so on. 

Dr. Stem adds that self-motivation 
and interest on the part of the child 
are of the highest importance. 

What about Israel? Dr. Stem 
believes that his methods can be 
adopted: In fact, they should be. 
Israel needs to exploit all its intellec- 
tual potentials if it is to survive in a 
hostile world. 

But mare than this, he believes 
that there Is a time-bomb ticking 
away within Israel itself, whose ex- 
plosion can be prevented. It Is the 
friction between the Ashkenazi and 
Oriental communities, with the 
latter often being considered 
backward: 

"I state categorically that there Is 
no genetic difference between them 
or between the Jews and anybody 
else in the world. True education is 
the solution to ignorance and 
backwardness."

EACH YEAR just before and dur- 
ing the summer holidays Z quite 
naturally receive a number of re- 
quests from patients for advice and 
guidance about medical problems 
they may encounter on vacation at 
home or abroad. But when Dora 
Kessel consulted me at the end of 
June the query wasn't about her dwti 
holiday but concerned that of Ari, 
her 12 year old son. who had 
registered for his scout group's an- 
nual summer camp In August. In the 
medical section of the application 
form for the camp there was a 
sentence which read: "Please see 
that your child Is, fully immunized 
against tetanus before he comes to 
camp." and Dora had brought Ari 
along with her to my office to see 
whether or not be conformed with 
this stipulation. 

“He had all his injections as a 
baby and at school. Ithink. Does that 
mean he's fully covered for tetanus 
now or not?" she asked me. 

I looked at Art's vaccination 
booklet which she had brought along 

to show me and from it Z verified that 
he had indeed had all his Injections 
in Infancy on schedule. Further en- 
tries concerning the period since 
then indicated that he had received 
his last booster dose of anti-tetanus 
toxoid when he was nine. Cross- 
checking in his office clinical 
records X noted that here too there 
was no record of such an injection 
having been given since then either. 
On this evidence I decided that it 
would be justifiable to give him a 
further anti-tetanus booster there 
and then, so as to bring his level of 
protection up to Its maximum before

BATSHEVA and the Panovs 
presented a rich, beautiful concert 
"on Monday at Blnyenei Ha'ooma. 
Not every number was an unflawed 
jewel, but each one was radiantly 
danced, and two classics of the 
dance repertory were given. 

Donald McKayle's Rainbow round 
my Shoulder (1999) is powerful 
through its driving rhythms and the 
bitterly angry movements of a chain 
gang. The protest is heightened 
through contrast with th'e lyricism of 
the prisoners* memories: of gay 
debauchery, of ardent tenderness, of 
a mother's nagging love. The com- 
position is a particularly satisfying 
masterpiece in that it builds a taut 
drama, and yet contains it complete- 
ly within a musically counterpointed 
structure. Batsheva’s men projected 
the furious strength of the prisoners 
with great competence, and Debi 
Smullah was a real treat as the 
female figure, writhing magnificent- 
ly in jazzy passion. 

Galina and Valery- Panov per- 
formed delicately and fully every 
nuance of Jerome Robbins' After- 
noon of a Faun, ri9S3> Valery cap- 
tured by fatuous vanity and Galina so 
sensitively fastidious. I have always 
regarded this pas de deux. too, as a 
masterpiece, with its portrait of nar- 
cissistic dancers, whose preoccupa- 
tion with self-image over-shadows 
whatever frail love might he felt for

the camp. 

After I'd given this to him, Dora 
wanted to know why this point about 
tetanus immunization had been 
stressed on the application form. 

"I thought the chances of tetanus 
nowadays were almost negligible, 
what with all the vaccinations and* 
treatments available, and the Im- 
provement In standards of hygiene,” 
she remarked. 

"The number of cases of the condi- 
tion has certainly gone down 
markedly in countries where this is 
so," Z admitted, "but the disease is 
still a major scourge in places where 
immunization programmes are not 
yet widespread and hygiene la poor. 
Bat in any country the danger of 
tetanus for someone who Isn’t 
properly immunized against it Is still 
very real indeed, and that's why the 
scouts are wisely not taking any 
chances with any of the children un- 
der their care at camp." 

TETANUS can be a very nasty dis- 
ease indeed. If tetanus bacteria get 
into the body, and if the right con- 
ditions prevail at the point of entry 
(those at the bottom of a penetrating 
skin injury are ideal), they then 
quickly begin to produce and 
liberate a substance called a toxin. It 
is this which Is responsible for the 
unpleasant features of the disease. 
The toxin attaches itself to nervous 
tissue and interferes with its normal 


functioning. This results in muscle 
rigidity, especially around the jaws 
(hence the other name for tetanus, 
lock-jaw) and muscle spasms which 
may lead to generalized convulsions. 
The bacteria themselves are very 
widespread in nature, being found 
especially 'in soil but also in street- 
dust and even in house-dust, so in- 
juries in all sorts of situations are not 
without risk. 

With a mortality of about 50 per 
cent it's just as well that we have an 
almost full-proof method of tetanus 
prevention, by immunization, 
available. Anti-tetanus toxoid Is a 
substance which, although harmless 
in itself, can stimulate the body's 
natural defence system to manufac- 
ture antibodies capable of destroy- 
ing the real toxin should the need 
ever arise. 

Initially three spaced injections of 
the toxoid are required to build up 
sufficient amounts of this antibody, 
and these are usually given as a 
course in infancy in the same injec- 
tion as diphtheria and whooping 
cough vaccination. After this the 
body has to be "reminded" oc- 
casionally about Its Induced ability 
to neutralize tetanus toxin with an- 
tibody before it can do any damage, 
and so booster doses of the toxoid are 
given from time to time to maintain 
full protection. The optimal routine 
frequency of such boosters is not 
precisely known but most doctors 


agree that every three to five years 
is reasonable. That is why Z thought 
Ari ought to have one. 

In addition a booster Is usually 
thought advisable in the event of an 
actual Injury from which there may 
be danger of tetanus where the per- 
son involved has not had a booster 
within the previous year. On the 
other hand too many boosters are un- 
necessary and may be associated 
with side-effects if given too often, 
something which Is otherwise ex- 
tremely rare with normally spaced 
injections of the toxoid. 

It Is worth pointing out to those 
who may not yet be fully convinced 
about the potential danger of tetanus 
that no medical procedure can 
guarantee that an unimmunized per- 
son will not develop tetanus after an 
injury. Although modem methods of 
treatment are available which 
significantly reduce the risk of the 
disense either developing or proving 
fatal under such circumstances, the 
whole picture is complicated by the 
fact that in about 20 per cent of cases 
of tetanus the point of entry of the 
bacteria into the body cannot be 
located, presumably because the in- 
jury responsible was so trivial as to 
be overlooked or neglected at the 
time. Accordingly It is obviously 
worthwhile for everyone to be fully 
protected in advance against the 
possibility of contracting the dis- 
ease. 

A final word for expectant 
mothers. Anti-tetanus toxoid Injec- 
tions are completely safe during 
pregnancy and in fact provide 
protection for the baby too until he 
gets his own immunizations.

Massed bands 
perform in capital 

The first* massed-hand concert In 
Israel got off to & flying start at the 
Jerusalem YWCA sports ground 
on Monday afternoon with 
“Hatikvah" played by some 500 wind 
players from ten bands assembled 
here from all over the country. 

The conductor was Dr. William D. 
Rcvelli, the well-known educator 
and bandleader from the United 
States- Although he is used to con- 
ducting massed bands numbering 
over ten thousand players, In 
gorgeous uniforms, with first -class 
instruments and a long tradition in 
band music, he good-humouredly 
conducted the amateur musicians 
with a vigour belying his 77 years. 

American marches, "Jerusalem 
of Gold," and other pieces formed 
the nucleus of the programme, 
which was interspersed with con- 
tributions of the individual hands 
from Tel Aviv, Jerusalem. Acre, 
Beersheba and Kiriyat Ono. The one- 
hour programme was acclaimed by 
an audience of some thousands, with 
young children making up the bulk of 
the public crowding the grandstands 
lining the sports grounds.

Outstanding 
episodes included: Discovery, an ex- 
ultant solo by Valery Panov; and 7n- 
nnrence, a duet for the couple in 
which Valery assumed a delightful 
pop brashness, and Galina an 
adorable, fussy pertness with 
apologies to jazz, and ballet! 

An unexpected gift came with the 
appearance of Lea Vivante, an 
Israeli charter member of Batsheva 
who currently makes her home in 
California. An accomplished Spanish 
dancer. Vivante added a dasb of that 
Sephardic pride that flavours our 
country so strongly. In Augury, 
McKayle was inspired to use her 
Spanish arrogance to entice 
courageous Israeli youths Roger 
Briant, Rahamim Ron and Yair Var- 
di to assert themselves, evoking a 
fleeting image in their short black 
capes, of a gallant confrontation 
with death. Mountain of Spices was 
an elegant vision of Israel, and the 
whole company kept it aloft with 
vivid dancing. 

Choice of music was not so happy. 
The collection of pieces by Moondog 
struck me as disconnected, and no 
particular help to' McKayle's 
choreography. Similarly, 
Ginastera's score for As / t cish 
seemed heavy and reinforced the 
rambling effect of the stage scene. 
On the other hand, the Debussy 
music for the pas de deux and the 
folk songs in Rainbow were exactly 
right. AH things taken together, it 
was a rare evening In the dance 
theatre, yielding many pleasures.

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Australian Jewish jurist 
appointed Governor-General 


MELBOURNE (JTA). — An emi- 
nent academic lawyer and a leading 

member of the Jewish community. 

Sir Zelman Cowen. on Sunday night 
was appointed Australia's next 
governor-general. The appointment 
was announced simultaneously In 
London and Canberra by Queen 
Elizabeth on the advice of 
Australia's Prime Minister. 
Malcolm Fraser. 

Sir Zelman, 57, is vice-chancellor 
of the University of Queensland. 
Brisbane, a former dean of law at 
the University of Melbourne, and fa as 
taught at Harvard and Oxford 
Universities. 

Hie replaces Sir John Kerr whose 
surprise resignation was announced 
on Sunday after serving only three 
years of the designated five-year 
term allotted to the head of state. Sir 
Zelman is the second Jew. after Sir 
Isaac Isaacs in the 1330s. to bold the 
office. 

In Australia, as in Canada and 
other dominions of the British Com- 


monwL-alm. the gut crnor-gencral is 
the Queen's representative whose 
duties as head of state are both con- 
stitutional and ceremonial. 

Although traditionally the position 
has been limited in its powers. Sir 
John Kerr became a controversial 
figure during a constitutional 
deadlock over appropriations In 
1975. He dismissed the then Labour 
prime minister, Gough Whitlam, 
from office, appointed the Liberal 
Party'B Malcolm Fraser as 
caretaker prime minister, and call- 
ed a national election which brought 
Fraser to office. Bitter public debate 
and widespread demonstrations 
followed the decision. Constitutional 
lawyers remain divided on whether 
Sir John went beyond the prescribed 
powers assigned to the governor- 
general. 

It is against this background that 
' Sir Zelman ‘s appointment takes on a 
significance much greater than that 
normally associated with the 
figurehead role.

Post Knesset Reporter 
Evidently feeling as fit as he looks 
a week after taking hia seat on 
recovering from a heart attack, Rab- 
bi Kalman Kahana, Poalei Agudat 
Yisrael's lone Knesset Member, has 
decided to test intentions of the 
Coalition regarding two key sections 
of the Coalition agreement. 

Rabbi Kahana Monday sub- 
mitted two bills that would test es- 
pecially the mettle of the Coalition's 
Agudat Ylsrael and National 
Religious partners. 

One bill would amend the Law of 
Return by adding the words “accor- 
ding to Halacha” to the section defin- 
ing a Jew as "one who was born to a 
Jewish mother or has been con- 
verted...” 


The second would restore the 
penalty clauses contained in the old 
Abortion Law but revised by the one 
legislated last January 31. 

These two matters are among the 
many that the Likud, in its Coalition 
agreement with its two Orthodox 
partners, had undertaken to try to 
deal with In a manner acceptable to 
them. 

It is understood that the Likud, at 
least, would like to bring Rabbi 
KAhana into the Coalition in some 
manner, and he has not shut the door 
to such a possibility. However, due to 
his illness and Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin' s preoccupation 
with his trip to the U.S. since Rabbi 
Kah ana's recovery, the matter has 
rera >liied In abeyance. 


Evangelical Christians plan congress here 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Evangelical Christians supporting 
■Israel are planning an international 
congress in Jerusalem marking 
Israel's 30th anniversary next year. 

The meeting, which is to be called 
the International Congress for the 
Peace of Jerusalem, is to take place 
at the end of January. Participants 
from the U.S. are offered eight, 10 
and 16 day tours in connection with 
the gathering. 


The Evangelical Christians con- 
sist of a number of Protestant sects 
which believe in the literal truth of 
the Bihle. While some of these 
groups tend to be hostile to Israel, 
others are fie rely pro -Zionist, con- 
sidering -the Jewish State to be the 
fulfilment of biblical prophecy. 

The Israel coordinator for the con- 
gress is Dr. G. Douglas Young of the 
American Institute of Holyland 
Studies in Jerusalem.

Eye Examination 


The Licensing Authority of the Ministry of Transport wishes to advise 
persons who are applying for a driving licence and drivers who are 
required to have eye examinations that, in accordance with Regulation 
192 ib) of the Transport Ordinance 5731-1861. ad optometrists in Israel 
have been authorised to perform eye examinations for drivers and licence 
applicants. An authorised list of the optometrists may be examined at 
any branch of the Licensing Authority. An application for a driving 
licence, form Resh-Shin/Lumedfis. may he obtained at all authorised 
optometrists. 

From August 5. 1977, eye examinations will not take place at the Licensing 
Authority offices. 

Applicants for a driving licence who are of the appropriate age and 
who have no medical restrictions (see forms 18 and 54 1 and fulfil the 
medical requirements of the law, may register with a driving school 
after presenting the relevant documents to the technical director of the 
school, and may start learning to drive On the road. 

Applicants who come to the Licensing Authority offices for their theore- 
tical/ practical examinations should present authorised Tonus to the nurse 
or the documentation examiner, and should also present his identity card, 
army reserve booklet, army discharge certificate, as in the past. 

An applicant for a driving licence who has medical disabilities should 
apply to the district licensing office with the necessary documents in 
order that he may be examined by the Road Safety Medical Institute.

TEL AVIV. — A 19-point blueprint 
for the economic recovery of the 
country. — which has only the 
vaguest connection with the recent 
steps taken by the F inanc e Ministry 
— was announced yesterday by 
Avner Ben-Yakar, chairman of the 
Federation of Israel Chambers of 
Commerce. 

Ben-Yakar did not repudiate the. 
steps taken by Finance Minister 
Sim ha. Ehrlich. He simply noted that 
they were a necessary stop-gap 
measure but did little to set the coun- 
try on the road to renewed economic 
growth, mainly through exports, 
without initiating another In- 
flationary spiral and '.‘without 
creating unemployment.'* 
Ben-Yakar, whose organization 
encompasses 4,000 firms which 
provide for the support of about 
150,000 families , called on members 
and their employees “to hold file 
price line set by the recent cut in sub- 
sidies and the subsequent rise in 

S rices, and not to take advantage of 
le situation.'* 

The 19 points come to correct, he 
said, six “distortions'* in the coun- 
try's economy. These six “distor- 
tions" are: 

Too many persons working in ser- 
vices and too few in productive 
enterprises; 

Hidden unemployment in both the 
public .and private sectors 
(Including, he added as an 
afterthought, among the merchants 
themselves) : 

Low productivity; 

A system of wages and labour laws 
which does not facilitate a direct 
relation between production and 
wages; 

A complicated system of direct

and Indirect taxes; 

Too much government in- 
terference, both as financial factor 
and as an administrative one. 

These six “distortions.** Ben- 
Yakar said, could be remedied bv 
the following 19 measures: 

Increasing the mobility of workers 
so that they could be tempted by 
higher wages and by retraining at 
public expense to move from service 
jobs to production: 

Paying workers for their output; 

Banning strikes In key fields, and 
delinking the various categories of 
workers; 

Raising productivity In both the 
public and private sectors by ending 
hidden unemployment; 

Creating an Incentive to work by 
changing the direct tax policy; 

Guaranteeing the future of the 
productive fields (including the com- 
mercial area) by changing the tax 
policy; 

Cutting the budgets of public 
organizations (including the govern- 
ment) by reorganizing them to 
eliminate hidden unemployment, 
and by the gradual reduction of sub- 
sidies for goods or capital;

Israelis who can afford it will soon 
be offered a new “essential” product 
for their leisure hours — American- 
made swimming pools. 

The pools, which the producers, 
Fbx Inc. of York, Pennsylvania, 
believe have become a necessity in 
Israel because of congestion at the 
beaches and higher costs of getting 
to them, will he up to three metres 
deep, vinyl-lined and equipped with 
filtering and purifying equipment. A 
change of water will be necessary 
only once in five years. This, 
presumably, assumes that bathers 
will take a shower first. 

Israeli technicians have un- 
dergone training in the U.S. in the in- 
stallation of these pools, which come 
in six sizes and shapes. There Is a 
ten-year guarantee; and the installa- 
tion takes no .'more than a week. 

Prices range from IL70.000 to 
IL135,000, everything included. For a 
12-apartment house, a 5 by 10 metre 
pool would coat each family IL7,500.

Histadrut wants hike in 
price of water postponed 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The Histadrut Agricultural Cen- 
tre, reacting to the economic 
measures Introduced Sunday night, 
has proposed that the price hike on 
water be postponed until April 1978. 

The reasoning is that the water 
rate has been raised from 55 ag. per 
cubic metre to 75 ag. as recently as 
July 1, and that the cost of fuel, the 
main component iu the cost of water, 
is not yet known. 

It was also pointed out that the use 
of water in the winter is limited in 
any case, so that not much will be 
gained from raising the price now. 

A postponement would allow time 
for consultations on an agreed price 
for irrigation water.

Moreover, he said, VAT should be 
charged at the first Instance In the 
chain (I.e., the retailer), because 
that first Instance generally keeps 
books, the last instance does so only 
sometimes. He estimated that about 
one billion pounds of VAT had settled 
in the pockets of the “last instance,*' 
such as small retailers, and persons 
doing work privately. For the latter 
group, he would enforce a "turnover 
tax" which would be much easier to 
collect than VAT; 

Stepping up exports by providing 

exporters with the tools, such as 
capital, labour, investments, and by 
persuading small plants to join the 
export drive; 

Improving export systems and 
also giving incentives to export 
agencies (not industrialists) who in- 
crease exports; 

Reorganizing export companies to 
give them greater power by concen- 
trating their efforts, and improving 
their sales systems abroad ; 

Seeing to it that import companies 
worked in the most efficient manner, 
so as to save foreign currency; 

Encouraging foreign investment 
by making sure that the value of in- 
vestments did not deteriorate due to 
the government's financial policies; 

Telling the government to get out 
of the capital market and setting in 
motion the conditions for a free 
capital market;

HAIFA. — The Zim company made 
an after-tax profit of U29.1m. for 
1976 on a turnover of IL3-2b, 
($404m.). "In view of the worldwide 
shipping slump, which has caused 
large companies to go under, and in 
view of the losses we suffered 
through the seamen's strikes, we 
consider this a considerable 
achievement,*' Zlm's general- 
manager. Yehuda Rotem, and board 
chairman Haim Stoessel told a press 
conference yesterday. 

They noted that although the 
slump was continuing and Zim this 
year had already suffered a loss of 
$4m. through the seamen's strikes, 
they expected to see the company 
profitable in 1977 too. “But this 
depends entirely on the seamen’s un- 
ions.” they said. 

The 1976 profit was down from the 
IL77.5m. Zim earned in 1875, and the 
turnover also declined by 4.4 per 
cent, from 8423m. This was due to 
the 20 per cent decline in income 
from import cargoes, caused by the 
recession, and the full application of 
the U.S. regulation for the transport 
of one half of all aid cargoes in U.S. 
vessels. This had considerably 
reduced Zlm's cargoes on the U.S.- 
Israel run. 

However, to compensate for the 
slower local trade, Zim had 
meanwhile increased its trade 
between foreign ports. It expected to 
raise its turnover in this trade this 
year by 11 per cent, to $450m. 
Foreign trade already amounted to 
50 per cent of total operations in 1976. 
Of the company's total income, 68 


per cent had been made up by 
foreign currency earning services, 
from the international trade and 
from carrying Israeli exports. 

In answer to questions, Rotem said 
that the cargoes carried by the Cal 
airfreight company were 
"marginal.” amounting to about one 
per cent of the over six million tons 
of imports and exports. But, due to 
the anomaly of the port charges, 
■cargoes by ships all over the world 
had gone to Cal. This was due to the 
wharf fees of two per cent of the 
value of the cargoes charged in 
Israeli ports, while no such fees were 
charged at Ben-Gurlon Airport. Zim 
expected the government to rectify 
this “distortion.” 

Rotem said that the new container 
ship "Sigal,” delivered to Zim by the 
Israel Shipyards last Friday, would 
not be put Into service until agree- 
ment was reached With the ratings 
seamen's union on its "inflated" de- 
mand for the ship's complement. 
Zim had already reached agreement 
with the officers union, and con- 
sidered 22 men sufficient to run the 
modem, automated ship, while the 
union was holding out for 26. 

Zim would prefer to bear the loss 
of $2,500 a day the tled-up ship costs, 
rather than give in and set a prece- 
dent for the three additional ships of 
the same class being built in the 
‘ yard. 

Rotem said he thought that follow- 
ing Zlm’s uncompromising stand 
during the recent strikes by the two 
unions, these would now realize their 
limitations, namely that their 
‘members are dependent on the com- 
panies for work. 


Citrus men want competitive bidding 


TEL AVIV (Itiml. — Tnuva Export 
demands that the Ministry of 
Agriculture abide by the ordinance 
issued by former Minister Aharon 
Uzan, according to which the quotas 
and fixed prices on sales of citrus 
fruit to industry were abolished. 

The council of Tnuva Export, 
which met in Tel Aviv yesterday, 
heard that the Ministry of 
Agriculture was having second 
thoughts on the matter — allegedly 
under pressure by the citrus 
products industry. Members of the 
council said that this pressure had in 
the past resulted in setting a fixed 
price on fruit destined for industrial 
processing, of ILflOO or $42 per ton of 
oranges. 

The orange growers, it was 
argued, could obtain better prices 
under competitive conditions. The 
director-general of the Cltrua 


Marketing Board, Zvi Kelnan, was 
quoted as having said that certain in- 
dustrial processors were prepared to 
pay as much as 50 per cent more for 
the fruit, if It were to be sold by 
tender. 

The Tnuva spokesmen said that it 
was surprising that the present 
Government, which stands for 
private enterprise and free markets, 
should adopt an opposite position in 
this matter. 

The Jerusalem Post economic 
reporter adds that oranges sold to 
the public, which are of the same 
quality as the fruit sold to industry, 
are priced two and a half to three 
times higher, wholesale, than the 
price charged to Industry. Retail 
prices in the markets, for the same 
non-exportable fruit, are as much as 
five times higher than. the Industrial 
prices. 


El Al puts on 10 special flig hts to take

special operation to transport home 
within a few days almost 10,000 
passengers above and beyond the 
normal number is being launched by 
El Al tomorrow evening.

The biggest group will be the Mac- 
cablah participants who number 3,- 
000 — and the 8,000 persons who ac- 
companied them, or who came to 
watch the games.

"All travel arrangements general- 
ly made at the airport — like the 
security check of baggage — will be 
made at any hotel where there are at 
least 50 persons flying on the same' 
plane to the same destination, " 
Amikam Even-Hen, press officer of' 
the national carrier, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. “Any 
special problem about these flights 
will be solved at the hotels, thus 
avoiding a crush at the airport," he 
iaid.

the group to Israel.

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Time for redress 


FOR NEARLY thirty years now, the dilemma of Ikrit and 
Bir’im has weighed heavily on the nation's conscience. Now, at 
long last, there Is a chance that it may be lifted. 

This will not be easy. Too many arguments have-been put 
forward over the years to Justify barring the return of the 
residents of these two Maronlte villages to their homes near the 
Lebanese border. Too may careers have been committed to the 
defence of these arguments, however weak — even specious — 
they might seem. But time has its -own Irresistible logic, sweep- 
ing foolishness and injustice in its way. 

The basic facts concerning Ikrit and Bir’im are not In dispute. 
The two villages were evacuated in the heat of battle against the 
invading Arab armies in 1948. The reason given was purely 
military, and was said to reflect no suspicion of the inhabitants' 
loyalty to the State of Israel. An express promise was made that 
the people would be allowed to return as soon as the fighting 
subsided. 

This promise was not kept. The villagers then took their case 
to the Supreme Court, and won. But the military authorities 
chose to ignore the ruling, and that Is where the matter still 
stands today. 

In their defence the authorities claimed, rightly, that the 
evacuees had been offered, and mostly accepted, liberal offers 
of substitute homes in the Gush Halav area nearby. But, they in- 
sisted, what had been done to Ikrit and Bir'lm could not be un- 
done. 

Proximity to the unsettled northern frontier was cited as the 
reason. The two Maronlte villages alone, if repopulated, need 
not create a security problem, it was conceded. But such action 
could give rise to similar claims on the part of other abandoned 
Arab villages in Upper Galilee. And this would create an in- 
tolerable situation. 

The growth of terrorist power in southern Lebanon, especially 
after 1967, seemed to reinforce the security argument. 

Vigorous backing for the military came from the adjoining 
new Jewish settlements, some of which had been allocated the 
lands belonging to Ikrit and Bir’im. They feared that the 
reestablishment of these two Maronlte communities might be a 
signal for demands for the return of abandoned Arab properties 
in the entire area. This was unthinkable. 

Actually, it was merely preposterous. The case of Ikrit and 


Bir’im was utterly unique, and could serve as no conceivable 
precedent. The residents bad only asked for the right to go back 


precedent. The residents bad only asked for the right to go back 
to their homes, not to their lands. But even if satisfaction of their 
claims did involve a minor readjustment of land titles, it was a 
small price to pay for righting an obvious wrong. 

All that the country could lose thereby was a growing reputa- 
tion for unbending rigidity, stemming from an irrational fear of 
■appearing to be weak. 

Last year, though, the tide began to turn. From the ruins of 
the Lebanese civil war, an unwritten pact emerged between the 
State of Israel and the population, largely Maronlte, of southern 
Lebanon: this was symoblized by the official opening of the 
"good fence." Thus a touch of absurdity was added to the of- 
ficial policy on two small Maronite communities within Israel. 

Yet so deeply entrenched had this policy of successive 
governments become, that an effort by Prime Minister Rabin to 
raise the issue in the cabinet late last year came to naught. 

This is now the Likud government's opportunity. Echoing sen- 
timents expressed earlier by Defence Minister Weizman, 
Religious Affairs Minister Abuhatzeira has publicly vowed to in- 
itiate moves for a new approach on Ikrit and Bir'im. He has sup- 
port in virtually all parties. 

He also has his opponents, in nearly all parties; and the 
settlers of Upper Galilee appear to be, at least for the moment, 
in hysterics. Yet the prospects of a Knesset majority In favour 
of redress are now better than ever. A great deal, of course, 
may depend on the attitude of the Labour Party. It would be 
ironic if this overdue act of reconciliation were to be thwarted 
by Labour's reluctance to go back on some of its outdated 
decisions. 


Stadium for Jerusalem 


THE MINISTER of Interior, Dr. Burg, is "examining the file" 
on the Jerusalem Municipality’s plans to build a sports stadium 
in the northern part of the city. 

Dr. Burg's intervention follows pressures and opposition to 
the plan voiced by Orthodox residents of the Sanhedria 
Murhevet area which is near the site. 

Unfortunately this opposition has assumed wholly un- 
warranted proportions. A campaign has been mounted in the 
U.S. and Canada to flood the municipality with complaints and 
threats from persons saying they would stop contributing 
money to Israel if the stadium is built. 

Moreover the arguments wielded against the stadium have 
tended to conceal the real issue. The residents of Sanhedria 
Murhevet have claimed that the stadium is not necessary, is a 
wasteful use of resources at this time, would adversely affect 
the quality of life in Jerusalem or "Hellenize" the city. 

But what appears more central is the residents’ fear that the 
stadium will impair the quiet of their Sabbath, though the ap- 
proach roads will not pass through the neighbourhood and the 
stadium itself will be some 900 metres away. 

Certainly this is not a position that can be entertained In a city 
in which the only existing and wholly Inadequate stadiums are 
located smack in the heart of residential areas, causing a major 
nuisance to Orthodox and non-Orthodox residents of central 
Jerusalem. 

The city, in its planning, has taken far-reaching steps to 
honour the needs and sensibilities of Sanhedria Murhevet. A 900- 
metre cordon sanltalre in an urban complex is certainly suf- 
ficient. 

The residents of Sanhedria Murhevet and those, like Dr. Burg, 
whom they have stirred up would do well to recognize that a un- 
ited Jerusalem must be not only a political fact, but also a 
physical planning reality, encompassing all neighbourhoods 
and all sensibilities.

In an obviously snide reference to 
Peres after Labour's success in the 
June 21 Histadrut elections, Rabin 
said that Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yeruham Me she I "is no 
electoral asset, but he won the elec- 
tions." Feres for his part is known to 
believe that scandals — such as 
Rabin’s illegal bank account In 
Washington — ruined Labour. 


Labour Party adrift 


INTERVIEWED last week, Rabin 
declined to disclose his immediate 
political plans. However, he declined 
to recognize Feres as the undisputed 
leader of the party. "I don't think 
Labour is one man's party. A collec- 
tive should be the basis for the party 
leadership," he said. 

Rabin did not say who the key 
figures in the proposed "collective" 
should be. "Whomever the party 
elects." he said. 

TIgal Allan has long regarded 
himself as the Number Two man and 
possible leader. He said he had 
dropped the idea of challenging 
Peres for the party leadership — 
when Rabin suddenly stepped down 
after the existence of his Illegal ac- 
count was discovered — because 
there was no time to organize a cam- 
paign. 

Party members were Impressed 
with Allon’s very forceful speech at 
the last Central Committee meeting. 
Allon later invited, some Labour 
leaders who live in the Galilee to his 
kibbutz, Glnossar, on the shores of 
Lake Kinneret.

Sir, — In your Issue of June 24, Dr. 
Kazufumi Manabe, Associate 
Professor of Public Opinion and 
Communications at Japan's K&nsei 
Gakuin University, is reported as 
saying that less appears in Japanese 
textbooks on Israel than In Israeli 
textbooks on Japan, 

The actual state of affairs regar- 
ding Instruction about Israel and 
Jewish People in Japanese schools 
may be far worse than Prof. Manabe 
suggests. I base this supposition 
upon a study of an official Japanese 
government publication, Course of 
Study Jbr Upper Secondary Schools 
in Japan. This volume was 
prepared by the Ministry of Educa- 
tion. Science and Culture and gives 
detailed information about the 
curriculum in these Japanese secon- 
dary schools. 

Althouth one could not reasonably 
expect that many hours oc classroom 
teaching be devoted to this subject, I 
think It Is not unreasonable to expect 
that the Japanese secondary school 
curriculum require that at least sim- 
ple, basic information about the 
Jewish People and Judaism be 
taught. Reading the curriculum, the 
Jewish People are non-persons and 
Judaism a non-faith. 

The relevant subject In the 
curriculum Is "World History" 
which is: part of “Social Studies." 
Not a single one of the eight sections 


devoted to the "content" of "World 
History" even hints at the part 
played by Judaism and the Jewish 
People in Western history, religion 
and thought. For example. In the 
section on the "Formation of ancient 
- culture," the curriculum reads as 
follows: "....The pupils should be led 
to consider the differences in the an- 
cient societies of Asia, Europe, etc., 
the historical significance of the 
Hellenistic period, the formation' of 
the Mediterranean world through 
the growth of Greece and Rome, and 
the significance of the birth of 
Christianity....” 

to the section on “Formation of the 
West Aslan cultural zone and 
cultural interchange," the 
curriculum deals “mainly with the 
formation of Islam, the development 

of the Caliph Empire, etc " 

Similarly, the section on the “For- 
mation and development of the 
European cultural zone" deals 
“chiefly with the emergence of 
Christianity and the formation of 
feud all stic society...." 

Taking these three sections as a 
unit, there is no intimation either 
that both Christianity and Mam, as 
monotheistic faiths, have roots in 
Judaism, or that Jewish religious 
and ethical thought constitutes a 
significant strand of Western thought 
. in general.
